months.  We  challenge  anybody  to  try  It.

the  Senate  with  Its  adoption  recommended. 

lira.  Mullins  and  Scarborough  gave  Monday 
night  of  last  week  to  Jackson  In  their  tour  of 
the  8outh  In  the  Interest  of  the  campaign.  Both 
spoko  at  both  the  First  and  Second  Baptist 
churches  to  great  congregations  and  It  made 
many  long  to  do  better  than  they  had  Intended. 
The  Sunday  School  Teachers  of  the  First  Chufch 
gave  them  a  luncheon  and  both  spoke  at  that 
meeting  also.

There  are  202  religious  denominations  In  the 
United  States,  according  to  a  recent  compilation 
of  religious  statistics.  During  the  past  ten  years 
thirty-one  new  denominations  were  born  and 
seventeen  died.  Of  the  total  population  In  the 
United  States,  41,926,864  are  church  members, 
a  gain  of  6,860,000,  or  approximately  20  per 
cent,  during  the  past  ten  years.  There  are  237,- 
000  local  church  buildings  In  the  country,  re¬ 
presenting  a  gain  of  16,000  during  the  past  de¬ 
cade.  The  value  of  the  physical  property  of 
the  churches  Is  81,616,000,000,  or  an  Increase  of 
8420,000,000  In  the  past  ten  year. 

A  recent  visit  to  Water  Valley  showed  how 
beautifully  the  church  la  responding  to  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  Pastor  Aillaton  and  how  appreciative 
they  are  of  anybody  who  brings  them  a  message 
from  the  Book.

We  do  not  know 
how  much  progress  the  Negroen  are  making 
But  we  doubt  not  that  counting  white  and  color¬ 
ed,  there  whre  more  people  baptised  la  the 
South  in  the  one  year  19*0  than  there  were 
Baptists  In  all  the  world  a  hundred  years  ago. 
Praise  the  Lard  and  keep  moving.  » 

Speaking  as  one  who  hears  himself  preach 
nearly  every  Sunday  In  the  year,  the  Writer 
would  plead  that  the  preachers  make  thin  oar 
slogan,  "A  Revival  of  Better  Preahclng."

WHAT  IS  TRUTH? 


The.  wont  Truth  is  used  in  more  than  one 
«-nse  .  and  every  one  of  them  Interesting  and  lm- 
dprtant.  There  la  no  more  pleasing  or  profit¬ 
able  study  In  the  Bible  than  what  Is  there  said 
about  truth.  Thl.  article  I.  only  about  one 
yeaning  of  the  word.  Perhaps  this  the  mean¬ 
ing  with  which  we  ought  to  begin  the  study  of 
the  word,  but  about  that  there  may  be  difference 
»t  opinion. 

IM  us  start  with  this  scripture  passage:  “I 
WM  not  disobedient  to  the  heavenly  vision." 
Hpes  somebody  ask.  What  has  that  to  do  with 
truth?  If  we  remember  correctly  the  definition 
, which  Dr.  Strong  In  his  Theology  gives  of  the 
"Truth."  when  he  Is  discussing  the  attributes 
of  God  is  this:  “Truth  la  that  attribute  of  God 
by  which  his  being  Corresponds  to  his  knowing." 
It  has  been  years  since  we  read  It.  but  that  la 
thb  way  It  sticks  in  o|r  memory.  We  rempmher 
also  that  It  didn't  me^n  much  to  our  mind  when 
we  read  It.  but  somehow  It  wouldn't  tarn  loose 
but  kept  saying  itself  over  in  mind:  "Truth  is 
the  attribute  of  God  jby  which  his  being  corree- 
.jpohds  with  his  knowiittt."  It  Is  the  point  where 
*wo  Unc*  meet.  At  is  the  condition  where 
ihe  two  things  becom^one  and  the  same.  With 
I  |-Ud  they  were  always,  the  same,  with  man  they 
|nsy  become  the  same.J 

With  God  knowledge  Is  complete  and  abaolute. 
There  is  no  limit  to  |t.  There  Is  nothing  hid 
frohi  him;  and  he  himself  Is  the  sum  of  all 
knowledge.  He  Is  v||>at  he  knows.  For  man 
Q«d  Is  the  sum  And  Embodiment  of  alt  truth, 
all  knowledge.  Our  knowledge  of  God  la  the 
measure  of  our  progress.  But  knowledge  of 
Him  must  be  accompanied  by  likeness  to  Him 
aBd  obedience  to  Hljn.  Knowledge  of  Him 
must  produce  likeneal  to  Him.  or  it  turns  to 
t>Hght.  and  condemnation.  We  cannot  separate 
tr«lh  as  knowing  fromifruth  as  being,  or  It  ceases 
tp  be  truth.  In  othet  words  the  only  way  to 
^reserve  truth  is  to  m  able  to  aay  with  Paul: 

"I  Was  not  not  disobedient  to  the  heavenly 
vtsidn.  The  only  »N»y  to  be  true  la  for  our 
being  to  keep  step  With  our  knowing.  Any 
violation  of  this,  any  separation  of  the  two  Is 
an.  Infraction  of  essential  unity  of  character.

In  some  quarters  It  has  been  the  custom  to 
speak  of  Genesis'  account  of  Creation  as  an 
Idealised  or  poetic  conception  whlc|»  Is  not  in¬ 
tended  to  be  taken  as  literal  history.  I,et  nobo¬ 
dy  deveive  himself  Into  thinking  thall  the  devil 
will  satisfy  himself  with  putting  thud  one  part 
of  a  single  book  In  the  category  of  fiction.  It 
will  not  and  does  not  stop  with  any  pkrt  of  the 
Bible  and  will  not  be  satisfied  until  It!  has  rele¬ 
gated  the  whole  blessed  Book  to  thd  province 
of  legend  and  allegory.

The  traces  of  Villa  are  manifest 
everywhere  and  very  varied.  The 
only  well-paved  street  In  Juarex  was 
concreted  by  him.  while  he  had  his 
seat  of  Government  located  In  that 
place.  His  wife  lies  burled  In  a  most 
beautiful  mausoleum  In  Chihuahua 
and  Chihuahua  seems  to  be  one  of  his 
favorite  cities.  The  sight  of  miles 
and  miles  of  freight  cars  gathered 
now  at  the  Torreon  Railroad  repair 
shops  and  the  twisted  steel  rails  that 
one  frequently  sees  lying  along  the 
Railroads  bear  impressive  testimony 
to  the  tireless  activity  of  this  remark¬ 
able  man. 

Crowded  Trains. 

We  pulled  Into  Chihuahua  at  10:30 
at  night  after  a  ride  of  nine  hours 
from  Juarez.  How  crowded  that 
train  was!  An  experience  of  the 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Chihuahua, 
who  met  us  at  the  R.  R.  shops  near 
the  city  and  rode  into  town  with  us, 
Illustrates  how  crowded  the  trains 
are.  There  had  come  down  from 
Juarex  a  girl  to  enter  our  school  .In 
Chihuahua.  She  was  In  the  second 
class  coach.  The  pastor  sought  to 
find  her.  It  took  him  about  twenty 
minutes  to  squeeze  himself  through 
the  crowd  In  the  crowded  car.  Af¬ 
ter  many  protestations  and  some  111- 
feellng.  he  found  his  quest  and  help¬ 
ed  to  disembark.  This  was  a  fair 
ample  of  the  crowd  that  packed  the 
second-class  and  sometimes  the  flrst- 
class  coaches  almost  to  suffocation 
The  press  Is  sometimes  so  great  that 
the  conductor  will  not  attempt  to  pass

Although  Chihuahua  Is  a 
very  ancient  iclty,  having  been  found¬ 
ed  In  1539,  ind  has  an  old  aqueduct, 
the  sUht  of  which  sends  your  Ima¬ 
gination  bar  t  through  the  centuries, 
yet  due  to  tb  t  Amerlcanlng  Influence, 
both  In  arc  iltecture  and  life,  you 
feel  yourself  in  a  seml-forelgn  city. 

We  were  s  Ided  In  our  efforts  to  see 
the  city  by  B  o.  Newberry,  the  presid¬ 
ing  Rider  o  the  Methodist  church 
for  this  dlstl  let,  who  drove  us  about 
the  place  In  his  car  and  showed  us 
many  courte  lies.  We  saw  here  the 
first  example  Df  the  adjustment  which 
has  taken  pi  ice  among  a  number  of 
the  denomln  itlons  In  Mexico.  The 
Congregation  si  Church  of  Chihuahua 
has  been  tuned  over  to  the  Method¬ 
ists  and  the  Congregatlonallsts  have 
their  work  Into  another  district. 
Many  such  si  ifts  have  taken  place  In 
Mexico,  but  :he  changes  have  taken 
place  so  re  :ently.-  we  cannot  tel! 
what  the  rei  ult  will  be.  Of  course 
ohr  churchei  have  not  been  a  party 
to  these  chu  ch  tradings. 

It  was  go  )d  to  see  opr  splendid 
school  propi  rty  in  Chihuahua.  It 
occupies  a  v  hole  city  block.  On  it 
Is  one  good  school  building,  a  good 
missionary  ri  isldence  and  several  na¬ 
tive  houses.

Torreon  Is  In  a  great  irrigated  agri¬ 
cultural  region.  The  River  Nazas 
comes  down  out  of  the  State  of  Du¬ 
rango  and  spreads  Its  waters  over 
this  fertile  plain  of  forty  by  sixty 
miles.  The  river  has  no  outlet,  but 
gives  Its  water  for  the  enrichment 
I  of  the  country.  It  is  a  region  of 
|  marvelous  productiveness.  Torreon 
I  Is  flanked  by  the  city  of  Gomez  Pala- 
I  clos,  with  a  population  of  13,000  and 
the  city  of  Lerdo,  with  a  population 
of  20,000.  Torreon,  Itself,  has  a 
population  t>f  about  40,000.  In  these 
cities  are  many  great  smelters  and 
fafctorles.  Torreon  Is  about  forty 
years  old.  with  up-to-date  business 
houses  and  a  great  business.  It 
Is  called  by  many  “The  Chicago  of 

North  Mexico.” 

Torreon. 

In  Torreon  we  have  a  good  church 
building,  which  faces  on  the  msln 
Plaza  of  the  city,  also  a  missionary 
residence  on  the  same  property.  The 
church  Is  prospering  beautifully. 

In  another  part  of  the  city  Is  lo¬ 
cated  our  school  property  which  we 
originally  secured  for  our  Theologi¬ 
cal  Training  School.  Here  Brethren 
Watkins.  Lacy  and  Cheavens  did  a 
notable  woiS.  The  property  occupies 
a  large  city*  block.  On  it  Is  one  very 
good  school  building  and  a  mission¬ 
ary  residence.  There  is  ample  room 
for  all  the  buildings  necessary  to 
develop  a  great  educational  institu¬ 
tion.  This  matter  should  receive 
immediate  and  sympathetic  atten¬ 
tion.  On  account  of  the  Revolution, 
the  Academy  which  was  in  operation, 
had  to  be  suspended  and  during  the 
last  year  only  a  day  school  was  con¬ 
ducted.  The  Theological  Department 
has  been  moved  to  Saltillo.  Here 
we  ought  to  develop  an  Academy  of 
the  first  grade  It  would  exercise  a 
very  profound  Influence  In  Durango. 
Chihuahua  and  Coahulla  States. 

At  seven  o'clock  the  church  came 
together  In  the  neat  little  chapel  to 
give  a  fiesta  In  our  honor.  The  room 
was  effectively  decorated  with  very 
long  palm  leaves,  so  Joined  as  to  give 
the  apearance  of  a  row  of  arches 
along  the  side  walls.  A  handsome 
lace  curtain  hung  over  the  main  en¬ 
trance.  The  pastor,  Josue  Bautista, 
presided  gracefully  and  made  us  feel 
at  home.  Bro.  Marrs  and  I  were 
called  upon  for  speeches.  Then  sev¬ 
eral  pastors  spoke.  They  represented 
the  San  Pedro  church  which  was  re¬ 
cently  erected  a  church  building, 
through  the  assltance  of  our  Mexican 
Church  Building  Fund.  The  pastor 
of  the  Gomez  Palacios  Church  spoke 
and  also  represented  Lerdo  and  some 
others. 

An  Interesting  feature  was  the  for¬ 
mal  presentation  of  an  Invltitlon  by 
the  B.  T.  P.  U.  for  ns  to  remain 
over  another  night  and  attend  a  musl- 
cale  they  had  prepared  In  our  honor. 
The  entire  Society,  of  about  fifty 
young  people  came  forward  and 
stood  while  their  president  urged  In

6.  There  is  a  j  deep  realisation  of 
the  fact  that  Southern  Baptists  are  at 
a  great  testing  place  In  their  career. 
Wo  provoked  much  criticism  by  our 
refusal  to  enter  the  Inter-Church 
Word  Movement.  I-ater  we  won  the 
admiration  of  all  by  the  success  of 
our  own  Campaign.  I-atxr  still  we 
were  generally  praised  for  our  fore¬ 
sight  and  wisdom  when  the  Inter- 
Church  Movement  collapsed.  Now  the 
world  is  looking  on  to  see  whether  we 
can  complete  whart  we  began  ao  well. 
Failure  now  would  be  disastrous  be¬ 
yond  the  power  of  words  to  express. 
Southern  Baptists  have  come  to  a  new 
place  of  influence  In  the  world.  We 
must  bold  that  place  and  we  wll  do  it 
by  the  help  of  God.
